BHRA Annual General Meeting, Thursday, 19th November 


Thirty-three people were present at this year's A.G.M. of the Residents 
Association, which was held in the School hall. 


The minutes of the last A.G.M. were read and approved without dissent, and the 
Chairman then gave his report. In this, after stating the objects of the Association, 
as set out in the Rules, he went on to outline the activities of the Committee and 
Association in the past year. Some of the contacts made with other organisations on 
behalf of the Residents were listed; then details were given of loans and donations 
made to other bodies in the Villege for the provision of local amenities. The very 
successful dance held in July was mentioned, together with the dance scheduled for 
12th December. ‘The contents of the monthly Newsletter were reviewed; notable features 
had included a short but controversial correspondence, and news from and about the 
Developers, Detailed proposals for the provision of amenities have been put to the 
Developers, and it seems likely that the Association will have a role to play in this 
connection, together with the Purish Council. The Chairman concluded by thanking 
the Committee for all their work for the Association in the past year. 


The Treasvrer's report was then given and accepted with the fo’ lowing elucid- 
ation: the loan to the Badminton Club had been listed in last year's accounts and 
in them £20 was deducted from the Accumulated Fund, which tnerefore stood at 
£223 5s. 2d.; this year, having been completely repaid, the loan does not appear 
separately, but in a modified Accumulated Fund figure of £243 5s. ed. 


Mrs. Lakin then outlined the problems cf the Pre-School Playgroup, which stood 
as reported in the November 1970 Newsletter. The meeting then passed unanimously a 
proposal to lend the Playgrcup up to 2150 cver two years from the Association's funds, 
towards the purchase of a temporary building to house the Playgroup until the first 
phase of the Church Centre is ready. This 2150 could be provided as follows: £100 
from existing funds; up to 220 if there is an adequate renewal of membership sub- 
scriptions; up to 230 in possible profits from the dance to be held on 12th Dec. 





The meeting was then thrown open to the floor to receive sther items of 
business. & good opportunity was provided for everyone to air their views, and 
many useful suggestions weve made. The Committee will certainly do their best to 
implement all practical suggestions for action by the Association, and improvements 
for running the Association. 

Atter votes of thanks, to Mr. Norton for the use of the School, and to the 
Auditors, the meeting was closed.
